~ The promptitude with which the detached’ militix, im mof of be 
fowns, bave marched to the defence of the frontier has exceeded i 
Righe expectations. Such a patriotic and military ardor pervades . 
the ftate, that many thoofands of the inhabitants, who: were by law. : 
exempt from miktary duty, have enrolled themfelves, elected their 
officers—and tendered their fervices to fapport the laws and govern- ` 
meut of their country, fapprefs inforreétiens and repel invafions. ` 
. As foon ss war became certain, F repretented the expofed ſituation 
of our northern frontier, and the general deſtitatiot of arms for the” 
ufe of the militia, to the ſecretary of war; and received information 
from him that one thoufand ftand of arms would be delivered to my 
order at Springfield, Maffachufetts, conformable to a hw of the U- 
nited States of the 23d of April, 1808, for arming the whele body 
of the militia, which arms are to be diftributed to the militia, under 
foch rules and regulations as fhall be by law prefcribed by the Legiſ- 
latore of each {tate and territory. I have fince received ſimilar or- 
ders for fifteen hundred ftands in addition on the fame condition. 
It is therefore requifite that a law be paffed for the purpofe of diſtri- 
buting-them. ö l 
The whole of faid arms have been, by the commiflary of military 
ſtores, tranfported to Bennington; and, from the neceſſity of the 
cafe, I have directed 2 portion of them to be depofited with the gen- 
eral officers in the northern part of the fate, to be ufed by the mi- 
litia in cafe of emergency; and, from like neceffity, fome have been 
delivered to the officers of the detached militia, for the ufe of thofe 
foldiers now in fervice, who were deftitute, a particular ſtatement of 
which will be fobmitred to you, of fuch committee as may be ap- 
pointed on the ſubject of a diftribution. I fincerely regret that I am 
under the neceffity to inform you that the arms already obtained, 
fall far ſhort of the real deficiency ; and I do earneftly recommend, 
that fome meafure be adopted that arms may be provided and brought 
into the ftate, to be ſould to fuch of the militia as are able to equip 
themfelves, and to furniſh fuch as are not, when called into the fer- 
vice; and that a fofficient quantity of ammunition, tents and camp e- 
quipage be provided and conftantly kept in readineſs for ufe. After 
war was declared, the preſſing calls from almoſt every town near the 
northern limits of this ftate, to be protected or furnifhed with the 
means of defence, were fuch as rendered it expedient for me to cone 
vene the Executive Council, to deliberate and advife on the beft 
meafures to be perfued under exifting circumftances, which meafures 
J entertain po dout but you will approve, and make appropriation for 
the experfe; as alfo for the expenſe of tranfporting the arms, and 
fome other incidental expenfe, which could not be forefeen aad pro- 
vided for at the laft feffiva. a . 
It will, Gentlemen, be neceffary that a law be paffed directing the 
mode for electing Reprefentatives to reprefent this {tate in the Con- 
prefs of the United States. I am officially informed that this ftate 
will be entitled to fix reprefentatives in Congrefs, from and after the 
third day of March next.

The vifitors, however, would obferve, that they have been under 
the neceſſity, from the increafe of priſoners, and the different kinds 
of buſineſs introduced, to erect a brick building within the prifon 
walls, the ground ſtory of which (26 by 32) is built with ſtone and 
brick. arches, and is made fire proof, for the reception of the article 
of coal, for the uſe of the prifon ; frequent attempts having hereto. 
fore been made by the convicts to fet fire to the work-boufe, by 
means of the coal, in which fiuation the whole building with all its 
machinery and apparatus was conſtantly expofed to conflagration. 
The other apartments of this new building are appropriated for va» 
rious mechanical purpofes. Another {mall brick building bas alfo 
been erected within the yard, for other important and neceffary uſes. 

The vifitors deem it expedient further to {tate to the honorable 
Legiflature, that Goce the laft feffion, they have been at conſidera- 
ele expence in erecting new looms, fuitable for the manufacture of 
ginghams, broad-cloth, diapers, &e. and in procuring an able mafs 
ter weaver; as alfo in the purchafe of fheeps’ wool, and in building 
machinery for {pinning the fame; which will now enable us (inftead 
of depending on foreiga manufactures) not only to clothe the prifon- 
ers with every neceflary garment of wearing apparel, by the labor of 
their own hands, but alfo to manufacture and furniſh themfelves 
with all the blankets needful for their comfort; that the number of 
looms now in operation is twenty-three which will produce on an 
average, at leaft nine yards of cloth per day, making between five 
and fix thoufand yards per month, or nearly feventy thoufand yards 
annually. l 

It may be proper here to obferve, that the fpinning machines in 
operation are patented to Oliver Barrett, jon. and prove, fo fat as 
we are capable of judging of their utility, to be the moft ufeful for 
the {pinning of fheeps’ wool, of any machine hitherto introduced for 
that purpofe, the right and privilege of which we have purcbafed of 
him conditionally for the county of Windfor, in behalf of the ftate; 
and in order that the Legiflature may authorize and direct us regard- 
ing faid purchafe, we herewith prefent the inſtrument negociated be- 
tween the vifitors and the patentee, as we did not conceive ourfelves 
authorized to clofe with him, without a ſpecial order to that effect. 
A number of faid machines have aiready been made and fold at the 
prifon; and from the general opinion, expreſſed in their favor, it is 
prefumed the fales wilt be mach more rapid the next feafon. It. has 
been fully acertained to tbe fatisfaction of the vifitors, that with: fif- 
ty fpindies, a priſoner will be able to earn, with eale, from two to 

three dollars per day, in the fpinning of wool. ° 

The viditors. would take the liberty further to remark, that, from 
the iofs and diſieulty experienced in the paper medium, with which 
they have besa furnifhed to defray the expenſes of the inftitution, it 
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has become extremely irkfome.and perplexing 5 andi it is aleazly their 
opinion, that if three fourths of the amount now allowed, was fur- 
niſhed in ſpecie, it would enable them, with more eafe, and much 
lefs expenſe, to perform the duties aſſigned them, and re sha 
ly to carry into Eeg the various objects of the inſtitution. 

The vifiitors wold ſuggeſt to the honorable legiflature the ex- 
pediency of purchaſin g ſuitable paſture for ten or twelve cows, in or- 
der to ſupply the prifoners with milk for a portion of their diet, in- 
ſtead of furniſhing them wheliy with meat, molaſſes, &c. as being 


mugh more bealthy, and far lefs expenfive; sipeciaity” ax the article of - 
molaſſes, in the prefent fituation of public affairs, is well known to 


be very high, A {mall appropriation will therefore be requiũte for 
the above mentioned object. 

The vifitors feel highly gratified i in reprefenting to the honorable 
legiflature, that in foftering and encouraging the preſent fyttam of 
manufacturing cotton and woollen cloths within the ftates prifon, 
they have the utmoft confidence in the expectation, that this infant 
eftablithment, will, in a very fhort time, be able to furnifh, by the 
labor of the convicts, an adequate revenue for all their own actual 

N expenſes; ; and which, perhaps, in the gourſe of a few years, with 
prudence and economy, may fupercede the ńeceflity of the appropri- 
ation of the five thoufand dollars, now unavoidably expended annu- 
ally. But it muſt be obvious to every perion of reflection or diſ- 
cernment, that, in introducing manufactures of this decription, at 
the prefent interefting crifis (although in the putfet attended with 
confiderable expenfe) will, when once carried into complete opera- 
tion, afford the moft steering and pleafing profpe¢is. 

Agreeably to law, the vifitors preſent herewith a litt of the conviéts, 
(73 in number) now confined in the Vermont ftates prifon, with a 
memorandum of the commencement anu expiration of their ſevtral 
ſentenctes.

Included in the amount of débts, is an account ‘apaipit the St. Al. 
bans Exchange ‘Company, fo called, for a balance cue to the bank of 
8652 dollars, including principal ‘and intereft ; ; which a we underftand 
is the remoant of loans made by faid company to fandry perſons, un- 
der the direction of the directors of Miduiebury branch. T hefe 
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debts are in the hands of Afa Aldis, Efq. for collection. Whether 
they are coofidered fecure ; or when, or what part will eventually be 
realized by the bank, your committee could obtain no certain infor- 
mation. It is, however, probable, that on a final fettlement, there 
may not be found fo much due for intereft as the bank have reckon- 
ed, on actount of monies often lying in the hands of the agents ; 
and their charges not having been afcertained, are not deducted from 
the above mentioned fum ; which together, allowing the debts. to be 
ſecure, will confiderabiy leſſen the amount herein ftated. We find 
by the bank -.ookss that between the 21ſt Jan. 1808, and the 27th 
March, 1809, the directors placed in the bands of faid company, the 
{um of feventy-five thoufand nine hundred forty-eight dollars 52 
cents, of which fum, ſeventy-one thoufand fix hundred ninety-eight 
dollars 64 cents has been repaid to the bank; leaving a balance of 
4249 dollars 88 cents of the principal Rill due, befides the intereſt, 
which amounts to 4402 dollars 13 cents. 

There ‘is alfo included in this eftimate 8,098 dollars 73 cents in 
notes taken in a fettlement with deacon Iſaac, Warren, of Bofton, 
iome of which are confidered bad, and others precarious. - Thofe 
notes, with fome others, which have been’ Gace collected, were fent 
by faid Warren to Timothy Bigelow, Efq. for collection. The man- 
ner in which Warren became indebted to the bank, and ſome of the 
loſſes confequent to it, will be better underſtood from the following 
brief hiftory of that tranfaction. 

In June 1808, the directors made a contract with Warren to fur- 
niſh him with a large guantity of their biils, which were to be loan- 
ed by him, and in that way be excharged in Boſton for fpecie, and 
form a depoſit to anfwer their drafts. The directors, in the courfe 
of about two years, fornifhed Warren with bills to the amount of 
two bondred fifty-three thouſend one hundred fixteen dollars feven- 
ty-two rents; and during the fame time Warren had paid in fpecie, 
bills and anfwering drafts about two hundred thirty-eight thonland 
nine hundred fifty- nine dollars; and whilft there was a balance at 
all times of more than twelve thoufand dollars in Warren's hands, 
the directors paid eighty-four dollars and 37 cents in coſts for drafts 
on faid Warren, protefed. During the time the contract was open, 
the expenfes of the diredors aud other perſons employed bi them, 
going to Botton on that bufinefs, paid by the bank, amounted to 
three hundred forty-four dollars go cents. The bufinefs remained 
in this fituation until July, 1811; when 4 fettlement took place, and 
the balance due from Warren was paid ia fundry notes againſt pio» 
pie ia Boſton; Warren reſerving all the back interét to himſelf. 
The whole fifque of collecting was aſſumed by the bank. Warren 
alfo prevailed upon the directors to réceivé of him 1380 dollars in 
Gloucefter bills at par, in part pay. Theſe bills e Déagon took in 
Batten at about baif their do inal value; and finding them depre- 
ciating, fent them to J. Hloocker clérk of the bank, with a requél¥ 
to difoofe of them as wetl as he could, Hooker, without the koowle

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edge of the directors, as they fay, loaned one thoufand dollars of 
them, and took a note pryzbie to the bank; which note was fued; 
and the debtor making a defence, for the want of value in the bills,

But fince the examination, it is ftated that two fums which we 


have reported as due from that branch, one for 118 dollars 44 cents, 


which appears by their bocks to be due the eſtate of Samuel Miller; 
and another to Jafon Weatherbee of 862 dollars 25, have been 
paid.; together with the fum of 106 dollars releaſed by the legiſla- 
ture to Dexter Ward, which ought to be paficd to the credit of faid 
bank; amounting in the whole to 1086 dollars 69 cents; deducted 
from the above fum, will increaſe the deficiency before ftated only 
140 dollars 56 cents; and at the fame time leſſen the amount of in- 
tereſt herein reported to be que from this branch 56 dollars 65 cents. 

From the facts herein difclofed, we believe the legiſlature will be 


convinced, that the Middlebury branch will not de enabled, very, 


foon, if ever, to redeem all the bills and checks of that branch; but 
that the other three branches have the means of redeeming theirs, 


with a faving, probably, to make up the deficiency of Middlebury 3. 


and, perhaps, conifidering that there will be a conſiderable amount 
of bills loft which will never be prefented for redemption, there will be 
a balance left in favor of the State. 

Many other facts of minor importance, have come to the knowl- 
edge of this committee, which it is confidered unneceſſary to incor- 
porate in this report. We will, however, here remark, that from the 
confufed manner in which the bank bufinefs app-ars to have been 
tranſacted at Middtebary, it became a laborious taik of inveſtigation; 
and perhaps fome errors will be hereafter diſcovered in this report; 
our only apology for which, will be the ? h⁰¹⁴ßility of coming to the 
knowledge of fome tranſactions in that branch, even to our own fatif-

On this 
fabjeet tlie folding facts appear, to wit; that beth faid Johnfon, 
aid White, were heretofore, freemen of faid Fairhaven; that faid 
Johufon wem from this itate in Sept. 18 1e, and was gone till the 
latter part Of Jone tat paft; during which time, he was at work at 
different factories, at different times in New-York, Connecticut, 
Maffachufetts, and Rhode-Ifland; that when be returned béme iñ 
Jove ft, he found that his Howie in Fairhaven, was underminedy 
and his clothier works {wept away by the flood, and his wife refid- 
ing at her fon’s dwelling-houfe in White-Hall, in the ſtate of Newz 
York. ‘Fhe faid Johefon, labored a part of the time, in White- 
Hall, and a part of the time in Fairhaven, from June till September; 
the Grit fix or ſèven weeks, chiefſy in Fairhaven, afterwards by days 
works, promifcuoufly, in this flate and the ſtate of New-York, till 
‘frééman’s' meeting; and was occefionally at the houfe where his wife 
arid for lived, dn ftindays and other times; and was frequently ſeen 
‘there, apparently at home; and continued to live there with bis wife, 
firice frec man's meeting; but came over to Fairhaven, with his wife on 
freemens meeting day, or che ‘day previous, and returned to White- 
Hall, within a day or two afterwards. 

It appears by evidence, that faid White, in the year 1811, bired a 
‘tavern ffand, with one Billings, it faid Fairhaven, for three years, 
hie have not yet expired; that aboht a ‘year finte, he became con- 
cerned in clothier works, in faid White-Hali, in connection with 
young Johofon, and one Smiths that he broke up keeping tavern 
in March laft; that in May or June lalt, he moved with bis family 
and moft of his effects to faid White-Hall, and attended to bufine(s 
there; leaving one bed and fome other articles at Fairhaven; tbat 
he tarri¢d there, with his family, till the day previous to freemens’ 
merung, when bis wife came over to Fairhaven, on a vifit, and he 
came with her, and voted at freemens’ meeting; and Within a day of 
twa, bath returned to White Hal, where they yet live. Said White 
Taid, that be came over on purpofe to vore— That fatd White gave 
in bis lift the ſummer paft, at faid Fairhaven, but whether he gave in 
‘his pole, or only the tavern ſtand, does not appear. From thefe 
facie, your committee are of opinion, that neither faid Johnfon, der 
faid White, had any right to vote for reprefentative in faid Fair ha- 
ven. ; . 
Cin ithe ſubject of the perfon to whom faid White and Fohnfon, 
ar iner of them voted, the following evidence was before your 
cammitree, to wit: The faid Gilbert produced the depofirions of 
Lid White and Johnſon, concerning their reſidence, withofit quéef 
ticfreg toem whether they voted for him or not; that faid Johnſon 
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iid White were both perfonal and political friends of faid Gilbert i 
that when faid Johnſon offered his vote, the prefiding officer afked, 
him. what office the vote was for, ſo as to know in which box to put 
it, atid faid Johnfon auſwered that it was for Tilly Gilbert repreſen - 
tative ; that faid Johnſon, at another time the famë day; faid that 
he voted for a federalift, and that was what he came over for; that 
when faid White offered his vore for teprefentative, it was open, and 
was a vote for Tilly Gilbert on his being challeriged as to his tight 
to vote, his vote was not received at that time, but be was told b7 
the prefiding officer that he cult obtain the deciſion of the fele&t- 
men and civil authority of the town 3 he then took up his vote and 
went to the part of the houfe where the authority were, was gone, 
about eight or ten minutes, aud then came back and put into the 
box a folded ballot. Theré was proof of other illegal votes, and that 
dme man voted twice, but there being no defignation for whom they 
were given, we give no opinion thereon. Upon the whole of the 
evidence above delineated, your committee aré of opinion; that faid 
Gilbert ought not to retain his feat in this hoffe.

While you, Sir, exprefs your gratitude, for this renewed confi- 
dence of the freemen of this State, manifeſted by your re-election to 
the office, which you now hold, the general affembly feel their obli- 
gations to tender to you their warmeft and moft fincere thanks, for 
the vigilance, conftancy, and fuccefs, with which you have watched 
over the tranquility, fafety and political interefts of this ſtate; and 
for the promptnefs and energy with whicb you in behalf of this fate, 
have performed its duties to the United States. But, Sir, we ponte 
to exprefs our regret, that your ufeful public fervices are neceſſarily 
fufpended, by the difeafe with which it hath pleafed God to ali 
you at this important period of our national concerns It becomes 
us, however, to be humble, and ſubmiſſive under this afflidive provi- 
dence. We commend you to the care of Almighty God, praying 
that he may ſoon reftore your health, and direct, and aſſiſt you in 
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the duties of your office. 
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Amid thefe mingled emotions of gratitüde for your fervices, and 
tegret for your want of health, we call to mind, with pleafiog and 
' grateful fenfations, the active patriotifa: of the citizens of this Rate 
in the exercife of their eleétive franchiſe. We confider that the 
general, and firm ſupport, they afforded you, Sir, at the laft ection, 
is ominous of great good to the ftate and nation. It evinces the 
power of reafon and patriotiſm to difcover and refift the arts and in- 
_ trigues that were practiſed with unremitted zeal; and calculated to 
excite diffefpect for our rulers, and oppoſition to the meafures a- 
dopted by the conſtituted authorities of our country. It furnifhes 
tinequivocal proof that they are too well informed and eftablifhed in 
the right, to be allured to the fupport of wrong, even by the moft 
ſpicious, but deluſive appearances of refpect for the moft venerable 
men, or the moſt heavenly virtue; and that they value their proper- 
ty, rather as a fource of advantage to their country than as food for a 
contemptible pride that would fwell with individual aggrandizement 5 
it fully evinces that the freemen ofthis ſtate compofe a ſolid corps, 
pledging themfelves to devote their perfons, their powers, and their 
means, to the fervice of tbeir couarty, in her painful, but juft and 
n:ceſſary conflict with a hoftile nation, whofe overgrown power on 
the ocean, leads her to adopt a ſyſtematic courfe of injuftice towards 
us, veiled by the moft hollow pretences of amity, inftead of that dig- 
ified attitude of candor and practical friendthip, which both her 
honor and ĩutereſt imperioufly dictate. We have fworn in the name 
of the Lord God of Hofts, who fees all hearts, and directs all events, 
and will not be mocked, that we will fupport the conſtitution of the 
United States; to perform which we bold ourfelves bound by the 
fame oath, to fupport to the utmoſt of our power, the meaſüres adopt- 
es by the conftituted authorities of our country; yet hold ourfelves 
‘at liberty to give our ſuffrages againſt the re- election of our prefent 
fulers, at any future occafion, when the laws ſhall permit and our 
duty fhall call us fo to do. Welgbope,’Sir, that when the blinding 
influence of the prefent black electioneering whirlwind ſhall have 
paſſed away, the returning good fenfe and candor of a large portion. 
of our diſaffected citizens wiil lead them to fee clearly, confider care- 
fully, and purſue vigoroufly, the great cauſe you have recommended 
to our attention. To indulge this hope we are ſtrongly ciconraged 
by the confideration that fome of their leaders indifferent ſections of 
the Union, men of eminent talents, have diſcovered the true object, 
and with dignified independence and irreſiſtable perſuaſives, endea- 
vored to open the eyes, and recal the atreotion of their partizans to 
the rallying point of Americans, the root of our government, our fac- 
red conflitution. Theſe will then join us in reprobating the conduct, 
and deploring the condition of thof-, who fhall be found (till under 
the dominat influence of a fordid covetoufnefs of wealth, or infatis- 
ble and deteftable luft of power; and who, fhould they retain their 
principles and purfue their conduct, muft either remain vipers in the 
bowels of our country, or by fome fevere draffic be e ffectually expel- 
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ded. Thofe citizens who cannot be ſatiſied, until at their pleafiire; 
the great majority ſhall proſtrate itſelf at the feet of 4 minority, cas 
never be either wholfome or healthy members of the American body: 

We love not war, its privations, its expenſes, its toils, or its dan 
gers. We love peace, its quiet; its fafety, and its abündance. But 
we cannot, we muft not, we dare not, and if the God of armies fa- 
vor our righteous caiife, we will not paflively endure thé _mortifica- 
tion dnd wrong of a commerce, menacled and plunderèd by any na- 
tion however liaughty, or however prowerful. If we do.not poſſeſs 
the right of a free trade upon the ocean we are not an independent 
nation. If we poffefs that right, we may exercife it of not, as found 
national policy or intereft fhall dictate. Although our brethren on 
the fea-board may fancy themſelves alone concerned in the freedom 
of commerce, yet we feel fure that every grower of otir exports and 
confumer of our imports, is as deeply interefted as the merchant ¢ 
beeauſe from thefe claſſes alone can the merchant be indemnified for 
his loffes—and if he be fully indemnified, they alone arè the ſüfferers. 

When the Britifh government merely declared, on paper, that 
their parliament had a right to bind us iii all cafes, the great Wafh- 
igton rofe indignant, and cried war. He fought and conquered 
Now, when that declaration is reduced to practice, and enforéed at 
the cannon’s mouth, his profeſſed followers and difciples cry peace. 
W- ben that prudent friend of his country, was at the helm of the na- 
tion, he, feeing its weakneſs, ſuperinduced by the calamities of war; 
upon the ſmalineſe of its population, and forefecing that a ſtruggle 
for our utmoft rights would but fubject us to renewed evils, ratified 
dn unequal treaty With Great Britain; bat wifely limited thofe pro- 
vifions which were not teciprocal, to the térai of ten years, fully con- 
fident, that at the expiration of that tefm our population and means 
of conteft, would enable us to reclaim dur ſuſpended fights with ef- 
fect. Now, when out force and means of operation ate; at leaft; 
four fold greater than he could he then anticpated, his profeffed 
diſciples declaim about the imprudence of the war in which we are 
engaged—and have themſelves waged, at leaft, a verbal war with the 
meafures adopted by their own country, and affirm it the beft mean 
of obtaining a juſt and honorable peace with our enemy. x 

Thefe things ought not foto be. Patriotiſm forbids it: We 
hope the good fenfe of our citizens will prevent it. We hope they 
wiil foon act in unifon, and, with animated zeal i the cauſe of our 
injured ſtroggling country. The various and important ſubjects to 
which your Excellency has called our attention, have paffed in re- 
view before us.

expreſſed a with that the bank would use all convenient diligence in

before it arrived very confiderable attachments were made by others, of 
Hinman’s property, who, it feems, had paid not more than fufficient to 
cover the intereſt of the demand, and who abſconded and left the ſtate, 
but has fince returned and is in priſon.— It furtber appears that the 
lands of Hinman and the petitioner were attached upon the fuit, 
which have fince been fold to the amount of fix thoufand and eighty 
dollars, and that about five hundred dollars of perfonal property were 
alfo obtained and fold, and that a fuit is now pending againft the 
bail of Vining who has alfo abfconded. | 

It alfo appears that the lands of which about half belonged to the 
` petitioner, were fold for much lefs than their value, but that they are 
fomewhbat encumbered and that the titles to a part of them are em- 
barraſſed in fuch manner, that it is quite uncertain how much would 
be realized to the ftate in cafe of fuits at law.—In this fituation the 
petitioner bas propofed that if it is the pleafure of the legiflature to 
releafe him from any further claim, that he will clear and perfect thë - 
title to fo much of faid lands as fhall amount to the fum of nine thou- 
fand dol'ars at appraifal impartially made, which with the five hun- 
dred dollars obtained from the perfonal property, and one thouſand 
dollars, which at leaft may be reafonably expected to be recovered 
from the bail of Vining, will make ſccure to the ſtate the fuom of ten 
thoufand five hundred dollars, leaving a balance of about two tboufand 
dollars principal, intereſt and coſts, and your committee learn that this 
propofition is highly approved by the director who was, prefent ; and 
upon the whole are of opioion that it would be expedient if the {aid 
petitioner fecures the ſtate as has been already mentioned, to ſtop all 
fnrther proceedings againit the petitoner, in tach manner as to leave 
the claim of the ftare againft Hinman and the other fecurity usim- 
paired, and that the petitioner have leave to bring in a bill according- 
hy. Wm. C. BRADLEY, for committee. 
Which report was read and accepted, and the petitioner brought 
in a bill entitled an act for the relief of Ralph Parker, which was 
read the firft time and paſſed to a ſecond reading.

Yet jt is no lef: dar duty as 
men and as guardians of the public weal to exprefs our decided dilap- 
probation of any law or meaſure of that government which on a candid 
examination and due confideration we are compelled to believe im- 
politic and injurious to the public, and by all lawful means, to en- 
deavor to remove the evil by effecting a change in the meafurs of 
adminiftration, or by changing the adininiſtration ittclf. And we 
do confcientioufly believe that the declaration of war, alluded to in 
ſaid refolution, was premature, and the war itfelf inexpedient and 
likely to be extremely injurious to the people, we feel ourfelves moft 
folemnly bound not only as good and faithful citizens, but as mem- 
bers of this aflembly unequivocally to exprefs our decided difappro- 
bation of tne meafure, nor can we admit for a moment the. correct- 
nefs of the modern doctrine (too readily affented to by Tome) that 
a law of congrefs declaring war, muft feal the lips of the citizens. as 
to the propriety of the act, and thus to be the means of fecuring its 
authors in power, fuch is a fit ſentiment for the minions of a tyrant, 
but never can enter the breafts of a free people while a veſtage of re- 
gard remains for their own deareft rights. 

Verily believing that the faid refolution is calculated to confirm 
and eftablith this. doctrine, fo incompatible with, and fubverfive of 
the true principles of a republican government, inasmuch as it affames ° 
the principles, that, becaufe war is declared, we are bound as cit: zeus, 
not only to yield prompt obedience to all the requifitions of govern- 
ment, but alfo to ufe our individual influence in ſupport of its meaf- 
ures: Otherwife we fbould identify ourfelves with the enemy — and 
conceiving it utterly impoſſiple that in tbe fair, open and honeſt 
exercife of our duties, as citizens, we can confiftently ufe our influ- 
ence in favor of a meafure, of which we ourfelves diſapprove — We do, 
therefore, mof? folemnly proteſt againſt the vote paffing faid reſolution.
